20. (Three Times Amended) A process for the preparation of fiinctionalized 
silicone oils which are stable and nonturbid, comprising providing a heterogeneous 
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catalytic composition comprising a metal selected from the group consisting of cobalt, 
rhodium, ruthenium, platinum and nickel deposited on an inert support, said inert support 
being selected from the group consisting of carbon black, charcoal, alumina, silicate and 
barium oxide and forming fiinctionalized silicone oils. 
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
